
IMPROVEMENT HEETING.
Althcngh the weathcr was unfaTorable,

and tlie audience (hin, the mceting called
last weck, byihe Coniniiltee forsubscrip-tion- s

to exccute the Academy iraprovc-uient- s,

was hcld on Thursday eveninij,
Charlcs Linsiey, Esq. in ihe chair, and
Levi Peck, Sccretary. The subscriptiou
commiltce rcported that they commenced
under favorable circumstances, and liad
reascn to cxpect that tb.2 amount could
be raised, and can be now raised, without
difncuHy, that having ascertaincd, how-eve- r,

that the select mcn had changcd
their intcntions, with rcspect to a ready
action conccrning a part of the plan
adopted, they felt bound in view of the
strong and definite assurances givcn on
that point, at the preceding meeting,
to report the fact, as it now stands,
and ask to be excused from furthcr
.service, or receive new instructions.

Upon which it was by vote resolved
that the commmittee be instructed to
raise the neccssary funds without delay, if
possible, and obtain the action of the se
lect men in conformity with the adopted
plan, for the streets around the common,
if they cannot for the whole.

After this there arose a discussion rcs--
pecting the best mode of disposiug of
public money lor improvcment ot tnc
streets; and inasmuch as the present char-t- er

is not so cxplicit as is agrecd to be
desirable respecting the powers of the
truslecs on that subject, it was resolved
that a committec be raised to draw a peti-tio- n

to the next Lcgislature, and have it
circulated among the freemen, for such
alterations and araendments to the charter
as may be neccssary. The committec

Phuadclplila Riots. Our readers will find

that a frightful iusurgent spirit still exists in

rhiladclphia. Riot, anarchy, and eveu civil

war cxists in that city. Thcre is an opcn
and organizcd rcbellion on the part of a ccr- -

tnin faction ajiaiust tlie constitution authori- -

ties. A great sacrifice of human Iife has
attcndcd the outbrcak, far exceeding

the Kcusington riots a fcw wecks since.
Thc news latcr than that coutaincd in auother
cohinio is, that 13 havc bceu killed and 5fj

tnore woundcd. Troops continually arrive
from the country, and the force is now very
Smposing. But uptojuly 11th no furthcr
inobs or outrages had bcen committed. The
Natives havc cannon, firc arms and amuni-tio- n,

and arc detcrmincd to prevcnt any
of the military iiito Southwark. No

apprchensions are now cntertained of a
of the riots providcd the military do

nct cntcr the insurgcnt district. A still la-

tcr papcr says that the riotcrs had brokcn up
thcir orgauization, and the cannon wcrc

to the places they were takcn froin.
The disturbances first originated from the

fact, that the Native Americans had pitched
tents in Fishcr's woods near the city on the
lth. On the night of that day a party of
Irislimen forcibly expclled the pcrsons in
chargc of thcm and demolished the tcnts.
This occasioncd much exciteraent which was
lilown into a fhime by the report that irms
had been placcd in St. Philips church. Our
rcaJcrs have scen the scquel.

GALLANT LOUISIANA.
If thcre is any whig state in the Union like-l-y
